Bulletin From Headquarters 
TOOTHING could be more dangerous to the 
prospect» for Senator Taft’s successful 
candidacy than the temptation to underrate 
his opponent Joseph T. Ferguson. 
Ohio C.I.O. council’« official 
publication, 
Monthly Review, reveals the strategy which 
will be used by Mr. Ferguson's backers. They 
will make every effort to register all voters 
who are presumably sympathetic to their cam­ 
paign to defeat Senator T aft And they will 
dramatize their candidate’s background with 
a view of making him a symbol of class war­ 
fare. 
Senator Taft, as all Ohioans know, is the 
son of William Howard T aft 
He was given 
a good education. He grew up in the atmos­ 
phere of a family which played a major role 
in public affairs; this accounted for his own 
decision to enter public life and to work hard 
to prepare himself for the leading role he has 
had in public affairs for so many years. Yet, 
the very circumstances w’hich have helped to 
make him an outstanding public figure are 


g o i n g to be used in the 1950 campaign to 
make it appear that he is a prince of privi­ 
lege. compared with his opponent 
# 
Whe n Franklin D, Roosevelt was receiving 
the support of the C.I.O. and similar organi­ 
zations, his advantages as the son of a wealthy 
family were never mentioned. Politics makes 
strange bedfellows and even stranger atti­ 
tudes about bedfellows. 


This We Must See 
O H t’FFLING through the recent news of 
general interest made by the spokesmen 
for this, that and the other thing, a skeptic 
about efficiency in government feels com­ 
pelled to reread this one: 
“Oscar R Ewing, Federal Security admin­ 
istrator, says operating costs of voluntary in­ 
surance groups, both profit and 
nonprofit 
cost far more than would the national health 
plan proposed by the Truman administra­ 
tion"* 
M r F wing then goes on to specify that no 
more than 5 to ? percent of premium pay- 
fneatB to operate a national health plan would 
be absorbed by the federal government This 
would compare with 
overhead 
which he 
claims runs as high as 50 percent of every 
premium dollar in voluntary insurance groups. 
The gimmick in the comparison, of course, 
It Mr. Ewing’* failure to point out that if 
voluntary health insurance premiums could 
b< collected from all citizens the administra- 
t ve overhead would go into a tailspm. 
He 
is comparing his version of the cost of ad­ 
ministering relatively small operations with 
the cost of administering a nation-wide plan. 
The latter cost would be gigantic though it 
might be a relatively small percentage of 
the total collections. And there isn’t a man­ 
ager of a voluntary health plan in the coun- 
trv who wouldn’t bet his job that he could 
administer that kind of a plan more effic­ 
iently than it could be administered by the 
federal bureaucracy. 


Anyone Want To Bet? 
PRESIDENT TRUMAN, questioned in his 
Thursday press conference about Senator 
Taft’« recent blistering attack on his adminis­ 
tration. said he neither had listened to it on 
the radio nor rcard it. Therefore, he couldn’t 
comment on it.

platform of a union convention in Cleveland.

These people know by political instinct that 
S< nator Taft is the man they must argue with 
under the two-party system of politics. They 
have known si for a long time and have spared 
no propaganda, however costly or hovcever 
unfair, u keep him under relentless pressure. 
Every public statement he makes, every vote 
he (asb in Cong re» , every word he writes is 
gone over with a fine-tooth comb for some- 
ti mg that car be used against him. 
A lew days ago Mr. Truman revealed he 
was able to qui te what Senator Taft had said 
in the Senate during a debate in 1949.

Lustron Deal

Is RFC Too Easy A Banker? 


WASHINGTON 
R 
e c o n s t r u c t i o n 
Finance 
Cornoration’s $ 37,000,000 loan 
to Lustron prefabricated hous­ 
ing corporation and $ 4,000,000 
loan to Waltham Watch Co. are 
now being investigated by Con­ 
gress. Waltham has now closed 
down and Lustron is being fore­ 
closed for sale to the highest 
bidaer. Arkansas Sen. J. William 
Fulbright’s Banking subcommit­ 
tee will hold public hearings on 
both cases as soon as its investi­ 
gators can prepare them. 
These new hearings will be fol­ 
low-ups on the Fulbright subcom­ 
mittee’s investigation of RFC’s 
$ 15,100,000 loan to Texmass Pe­ 
troleum Co. of Dallas. An interim 
report on this transaction will be 
released. 
“All this investigation is water 
over thf* dam,” admits 
Senator 
Fulbright. Nothing that has been 
spilt can be picked up and saved. 
But if some way can be found to 
tighten up RFC’s operations, the 
Senate 
believes 
similar 
bad 
loans may be avoided in the fu­ 
ture. 
By June 1, Senator Fulbright 
hopes tc have a report on all RFC 
op* rations ready for the Senate. 
This may not give Congress time 
to amend RFC legislation this 
year. But something may have to 
be done soon because the terms of 
office for all RFC directors expire 
on June 30. 
This ball-up results from action 
by Congress in 1948. RFC wasn’t 
reall/ investigated then, though 
its policies were under criticism. 
Congress merely extended the 
life of RFC till June 30, 1954, plus 
another two years for liquidation, 
if it was then decided that should 
be done. The terms of the five 
directors were extended for two 
years. 


FOR service after June 30, the 
President is expected to nominate 
tw*o directors for one year terms, 
two more for two years and one 
for three years. After that direc­ 
tors would be appointed for stag­ 
gered terms of three years each. 
Present 
RFC 
directors 
are 
Chairman Harley Hise, Walter L. 
Dunham, Harvey J. Gunderson 
and William E. Willett. 
A fifth 
director, Henry A. Mulligan, re­ 
signed April 30 and has not been 
replaced. 
Senator Fulbright makes 
no 
persona', charges against any of 
these men. There is no indication 
of fraud or dishonesty. There is 
no desire to smear anyone w ith 
a lot of McCarthys that can’t be 
proved. 
In general, however, there is 
some belief in Congress that RFC 
has been too subject to political 
pressure in making loans. There 
is criticism that RFC has not been 
a tough enough banker. 


Senator Fulbright cites several 
examples. He mentions how hard 
it is to get a $ 1,000,000 appropria­ 
tion through Congress. Yet RFC 
makes big loans by 
brief 
an­ 
nouncements after closed hear­ 
ings. At least, thinks the senator, 
they should be made to file full 
statements of 
justification 
for 
every loan made. 
Hearings before the Fulbright 
committee disclosed that the Tex­ 
mass Petroleum loan was made 
in 10 days by a vote of only two 
RFC directors. One was absent, 
another disqualified himself. Of 
the three who voted, one was 
against the loan. 
The Waltham loan was criti­ 
cized by Senator Fulbright when 
it was made. Yet political pres­ 
sure from the Massachusetts con­ 
gressmen plus Governor Dever 
and the Waltham community—all 
seriously and rightly concerned 
over local unemployment—forced 
the loan through. 
Six months 
later tha plant closed and John 
J. Haggerty, the Boston RFC of­ 
ficial who had gone with Wal­ 
tham as,an executive was back 
in Washington as an adviser to the 
RFC directors. 


SENATOR 
FULBRIGHT 
de­ 
clares it has been difficult to get 
t^e facts straight about RFC op­ 
erations. He cites the argument 
over bookkeeping 
methods. Ac­ 
cording to RFC books, it showed 
a profit of $ 1,345,000 for the last 
fiscal year. Theodore Herz, sub­ 
committee staff director, says it 
really had a loss of $ 6,448,000. 
The difference is explained by the 
fact that RFC pays no interest to 
the U. S. Treasury on the money 
used to make loans. Senator Ful­ 
bright thinks RFC should charge 
higher interest rates and pay in­ 
terest to the Treasury. 
The Fulbright subcommittee is 
studyinp the fact that interest on 
a few big RFC loans — like the 
678,000,000 out 
to B. & O. and 
the first Kaiser loan of $ 96,000,- 
000 — carry the losses on some 
5000 smaller loans: 
What this 
amounts to is a subsidy for small 
borrowers. Maybe this is all right, 
since there are a lot of other sub­ 
sidies around here. But if it is, 
Congress should authorize it. 
President Truman’s new pro­ 
posals re RFC raise more doubts. 
Would it be a good thing to put 
RFC under Department of Com­ 
merce? This might make the di­ 
rectors even more subject to po­ 
litical pressure. 
Instead of proposing to tighten 
RFC operations, the President 
would relax them. 
He 
would 
have Congress reduce collateral 
requirements for loans to small 
business and extend loans from 
the present 10-year limit to 
15 
years.

'jpHE LONGER 
this 
business 
about the rooster crowing at 
daybreak goes on, the more im­ 
pressive his performance is. What 
started out to be 
just another 
noise in the bedlam of the sum­ 
mer countryside is becoming The 
Noise. When winter comes again 
and the windows are closed, the 
rooster will have to be moved 
inside the house for his nuisance 
value. 
No one needs to bother 
with 
alarm clocks, because the rooster 
is more dependable than anything 
which could be contrived by man. 
Moreover, he can’t be grabbed by 
the neck and throttled in the mid­ 
dle of his performance. He sees 
his duty and does it until every­ 
thing is shipshape and tidied up 
to his satisfaction. 
By the time any alarm clocks 
still in use have sputtered their 
puny signals that it’s time to be 
up and at ’em. he has roused 
everything within range. 
This has caused an acute loss 
of sleep by all members of the 
household, especially those with 
bedrooms on the barn side. Those 
w ;th bedrooms on the other side 
don’t get the full blast. By tak- 
.ng the precaution to put pillows 
over their heads when they retire, 
they can sleep through the barn­ 
yard reveille, provided a fully- 
awakened 
and 
deeply-peeved 
household will let them. It may 
be necessary before the summer 
is over to have rooster stew as a 
public 
health 
measure. 
Five 
hours’ sleep a night isn’t enough. 
There is nothing, unfortunately, 
to enforce an earlier retiring hour 
to make up for the rooster’s noisy 
devotion to duty the next morn­ 
ing. This has led to a gradual 
shortening of sleeping time, with 
the result that eyes are bloodshot 
and faces gray and drawm. By 
midsummer’s day 
in 
June, it 
scarcely will be worth the trou­ 
ble to go to bed at all. 
The 
rooster’s alarm will go off before 
the last light bulb to be turned 
•ut a*, bedtime has had a chance 
to cool. 
This is the real reason why 
farmers traditionally get up 
at 
the crack of dawn. It’s the squaw k 
of the rooster that turns the trick. 
He’s tht bird behind it all; he gets 
them out of the sack in the a. m. 
and leaves them no choice but to 
retire when he retires in the p. m 
Otherwise, he would wear them 
uown and eat them for Sunday 
dinner, instead of vice versa. A 


versa 
rooster doesn’t like vice 
for dinner any time. 
Maybo the solution is ear plugs, 
but probably they wouldn’t work. 
They might shut out the sound of 
a $ 2 alarm clock but they would 
be of no avail against the blast 
of a $ 2 rooster. More and more 
it looks as if something would 
have to be done about getting to 
bed earliei — say about 7. That 
would allow eight full hours of 
sleep, until 3 a. m. Then, armed 
with a pistol, it would be feasible 
to sneak quietly to 
the perch 
where the rooster is still sawing 
wood and wake him up—bang!

The constant use of laxatives or 
cathartics with the idea of com­ 
pletely emptying the bowel is un­ 
desirable. The intestines are not 
meant to be entirely empty under 
normal conditions 
and the too 
frequent use of laxatives merely 
irritates and may cause actual 
harm to the intestines. 
Simple constipation can usually 
be satisfactorily treated with diet 
alone. This is more difficult if the 
condition has lasted 
for 
many 
years, 
bu t satisfactory d ie t, 
exercise and regularity ordinar­ 
ily succeed in correcting the dif­ 
ficulty.
